CONCERNING ANGLO-SAXON POETRY. 



Historical introduction. 
I. The British. 

Herodotus^ III. Wu 

Abötnictedly froni these notifications uf oiir ,,fathcr of historv" as well as froiu the relatioos 
giveii by Aristoteles, the first real and true aceount of Britain and its inhabitaiits we owe to 
the fainous l)Oük of Julius Caesar (de Bello (jallico, VI, 13—14.). In Caesars opinion the 
Britons were of the saine raee as the inhabitants of Gaul and Beige, that oonimonly is ealled 
the Celtic nice, and their language ilid not dittei* from the tongiie spoken by thoir brothers on 
the Continent. 

The various kiiown fornis of tlie Celtic conie under two great divisions, rhe üaelie and 
th(» Cynirie, of which Ireland and Wales are respectively the head seats. Caesar was no doubt 
of opinion that British eulture was ohler than that of Gaul, that Druidisni had ist tuigin in 
Britain and was thence transplanted into Gaul. The eulture of the British, therefore, is to be 
regarded froni the sanie point of view asS Caesar doscribes that of Gaul. Theiv were generally 
two corporations that poseessed government in Britain, the e<|uestrian (H'der and the Druids. 

The hitter were the priests of the Britons, and had givat authority ainong theni. They 
presided over the edueation of yoiith and possessed hoth the rriniinal and the civil Jurisdiction. 
Huiiian sacrifice formed one of the most tcrrible features c»f their worship. The baiils, a Cor- 
poration of singers ainong the Britons, were closcdy connected with the Dniids and served to 
renuntiate the priests' Orders to common people. 

The culture seeins to be by no in(*ans inconsiderable in the island before the first invasion 
of the Roman legions, at least the violent resistance which Caesar met with, and the renewed 
insiirreetions against Roman power prove very clearly the inhabitants distinguislicd themselves 
by a certain kind of self-dependance as well as by public order and wealth. 

Written monumcnts of these earliest times are not extant. The historians of later tiines, 
however, as Gildas, Aldhelni, Beda, who wrote on the historv of England from the most remotc 
times up to their own era, and, on the other side, the various tales of King Arthur, and the 
songs t)f the British bards, in which historical facts appear mingled with fantastic tales, enable 
US to design, in soinc numsure, the eharacter of a nation which is of th(^ most unknown and 
of the most inttTesting ones. We may c*onclude from these monumcnts, the British nation in 
general was sullen, rudc antl turbulent, strength(»ned by the teri'ors of superstition. Wars were 



thc chicf üccupation, and forined the chief object of scttleinent amoiig the pcople. On the other 
hand there is not to be noglected that thcir assiduity, industry, and especially their tenacity 
of old manners and custonis are praised by all autlior». 

2. The Romans. 

Whon the South of IJritain bccame a part of thc Roman enipire, the inhabitant^, at least 
of the towns, gencnilly adopted Latin langiiage and applied themselves to the study of Latin 
Htemture. 

lioman language becaine, in consequence of the intellectual superiority of the conquerors, 
thc language of spiritual intcreourse and connnerce. The sons 4)f the chiefs were educated in 
liberal arts, schools were establi.shed and maintained in all prineipal towns of Roman Britain. 
Nevertheless there never was a complete aggregation of the two racee, as it took place partly 
in Gaul and Spain, for the Roman occupation was purely military, and soon after the depar- 
ture of the legions Latin was forgotten in the whole idland in a space of time incredibly short. 
„Wir können nicht läugnen, says Lappenberg in the first volume of his „G(*schichte Englands," 
(lass nie ein Land so sehnell eine gebildete Sprache abwarf, welche vielen Generationen Mutter- 
sprache geworden war, dass nie die christliche Religion so schnell und spurlos g(*gen Heiden- 
thum und Unglauben vertauscht ist, dass eine solche politische und moralische Entwürdigung 
ein unerklärtes Rjlthsel seheint.'* — Under the prudent administration of Agricola the British 
nation was on the ver}' pitch of spendour and wealth. Towns, roads, temples, country-seats, 
and baths were established, builders and artisana of the Brittms were in request on the Conti- 
nent, and Tacitus mentions London as a large and opulent commercial town. ') Christianity 
was intro<luccd into Britain long before the beginning of the 'M Century, in all probability not 
throujgh Rome, but from the East. by means of the Mediterranean commerce. '^) 

Shortly after the death of Agricola the Picts and Scots, who at that time possessed the 
South of Scotland, began to invade the British estates, and penetrated in the year 368, under 
the reign of Valentianus, as far as London. It is true, they were repulsed by Theodosius, but 
repeated inroads, made not only by the Picts and Scots but also by Gennan pirates, affected 
Roman authority more and more. Continual internal disonlers, and especially the grcat changes 
caused by the genend migration of the nations obliged the emperor to recall his Icgion sout of 
Enffland, and the Britons, ( ffeminated and enervated bv the luxury of Roman life, were conse- 
quently (»xposed to the hiry of their enemies. In this extremity they calied several Gennan 
tribcs to their assistance. 

3. Auglo-Saxou iiivasioii. 

The historians relating that invasion of the Gennans (|uite differently, it is impossible to 
give any true relaticm as to the motive and manner of their amval and their first proceedings 
in the island. The whole account of the Anglo-Saxon concjuest is to be regarded as of no 
historical valne, we certainly know nothing but that the Germans came not as invaders only, 
but as settlers. ^) They were divided into three principal tribes, the Saxons proper, the An- 
gles , and the Jutes. The Saxons , whose power in Germany extended fnmi the Elbe to the 
mouths of the Rhine, occupied the southem parts of the British island, and founded the kingdom 
of the South Saxons (Sussex), of the West Saxons (Wessex), and of the East Saxons (Essex), 
the last including the tenitories of the Middle Saxons (Middlesex). The Angles inhabited in 
Germany part of the ('imbric Chersonesus north of the Elbe, and settled in East Anglia, 
Mercia, and Northuinberland. The Jutes, the most numerous race, came from the peninsula

However the spirit and the 

pceuliiu- inlellect of ihe nation was aearcely ebanged by thiB religioua revohition. In tbeir 

Christian poems they spealc of God as they did in former tiraes of Odin, tbeir bishops and 

priesli« enjoyed the vcry same eateem nnd intiuence as the heathen priesta in ihe limes of old.

Wilh regard to the treatment of thc conquered country by ihe Änglo-Saxons , and thcir 

1 rclaiiond lo the natives. we are almost entiroly in dark. A great many inbabitanta were driven 

I into the weslern paris of thc ishtnd, others aetlJed in Annorica, a eonsiderable uumber jirobably 

Eremained on iheir grouiid as ihe slaves of tbeir conquerors, bnl it Sb not yet cstablished for 

tceriain wether Brilone rein^ned as free inhabllanls mider Anglo-Saxon govemment. Now it is 

Tjhe qneation wether ihew inay be notiecd any eonsiderable mtiucnce of the ancient Brilons as 

I thc eharaeter. lifo. inBtitntions, or even thc poetieal gcnius of thc invaders. It iB true Lap- 

ncnberg preaunies ^ that British woinen were married by Saxon wiiniors, nnd tliere are to be 

niigflnisp, I, p. dT. 
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found scvcral English words which arc no doubt ol" Celtic origin, but wc muöt take in consi- 
deration that among thesc words there is no one connected with laws and govemment or the 
luxuries of life. This circunistance seenis to prove that the influence of the Celtic i'ace was at 
least very inconsiderable. Besides this we possess certain witnesses which ascertain the gencral 
antipathy of the two races did not allow any intercourse more intimate. The British bards 
call the Saxons white-bellied hackhorses, pale-cheeked women, and Felix of Croyland describing 
the life of Gmthlac teils us the damned ghosts speak British: „thft gehyrde he niycel verod 
fivyrdgedra gästa on bryttisc sprecende,** ') by which expression he gives to undei*8tand how 
contemncd the British langiiage was aniong the Saxons. Moreover, no historical anthor of 
these earliest tinies gives any hint that Britons tried to convert their conquerors to Christianity. 
After all this we are entitlod, as I believe, to maintain that the Anglo-Saxon genius appearing 
in their poems developed itself and took its proper form independently of the ancient Britons. 

3. The Auglo-Saxon kingdoms tili the iiiyasion of William. 

In the year 827 the seven kingdoms were nominally united into one State by Egbert, king 
of Wessex. This prince was the first king of England properly so called. In the foUowing 
time the nation began to sink into ignorance and barbarisni, proceeding from the continued 
disorderü» in the government, and the ravages of the Danes. AUred the Gi'cat, who came to 
the throne in 871 saved his coimtry from utter ruin and subvei-sion. This monarch may, in 
some maimer, be called the Charlemagne of England, because his merits for education of youth 
and clergy, for the restauration of political order, and, the most important thing, for Anglo- 
Saxon poetrjV the monunients of which were by hi?* Orders and partly by his own band trans- 
lated into the dialect of Wessex, he equals the gieat emperor of (Jermany, whose merits for 
Gernian education ai'e acknowledged by every one. After the [death of Alfred the Anglo- 
Saxon countiy feil more and more into the utmost decay, and though there are several kmgs 
trying to avert the immhient min, the final decay could not be stopped. The devastations of 
the Danes completed what had been begmi by the confusion that attended the breaking up of 
the original political System established. Sven, king of Dänemark, and his son Canute the 
Great conqiiere<l tlie wliole kingdom and occupied th(» throne of the Aiiglo-Saxon prinees. -Vfter 
Cannte tliere mied two Dnnish kings over England, until Edwnnl Confessor, a prince of the 
old Sax(m family, was (Towned king in 1042. From this time there began the most grievons 
disorders which ended witth the Korman invasion by William the Conqueror. In the battle 
of Hastings (in 1066) Harald, the last king of the Anglo-Saxon kingdom, lost throne and life, 
the whole nation was deprived of its indeqendencc. 

+. Aiiglo-Saxoii poetry eompared with that of Germany. 

Xow that we have traversed the five hundred years of Anglo-Saxon history, we may advance 
tn our proper theme and look into the poetry of this highly interesting people. 

The whole of Angl(>-Saxon poetiy is colh^cted, in (rermany, by Grein in his „Bibliothek 
der angelsächsischen Poesie*' in two volumes tolerably sizeable. When comparing this propor- 
tionally large mass of poetical monuments of the Anglo-Saxon period with the remainders of 
the Low-Crerman and IIigh-(rerman po(»try, that lias come down to U9, we wonder not only 
at l^rovidence having .<(> largely provided for the English literary inquiries, biit also at Anglo- 
Saxon poems, in regard of their poetical vahie, being in general far above our oldcj^t (jerman 
monuments. In Low-GeiTuan there is only one jjoem of some extension, the Ileliand, which 
is to be parallelled with Anglo-Saxon epic soiigs, and how small is our collection of Iligh- 
German poems. How few of these works are integi-al, and how few are .able to make any 
Impression purely esthetic on the readers mind! Were the Anglo-Saxons generally superior, 
in intellect aml civilization, to their brothers on the Continent? No, for this much is certain

On the oiher band, when tlie Anglu-Saxons cniigi-aled nui of their naiive 
conntry to the ftriii&h island, they had for ever eseaped froni the influenee of thegenenil inig- 
.IRtion, (hey mok wirb thein, of eomee, a large iiiass of aneienr tales and eongs, whieh eould 
^toOt he wholly foi^otten in their new euuntry, where they liveil thuugh nut in euntinual imn- 
'quillity and «ealth, bul a» free and indepen<lent inliabilantH on their own ground. Thus it 
land the fale of Beownlf. soon forgotten by the German tribes on the 
generation» and was known as late a« in the 9'li eentuiy. In 
ihis way no douht a gteai manv old Oennati tales were hist whicb nuw ure eutirely imknown tu u». 
After the great migration finished, iuid ihe naiions sctlied in their new bunies there 
jlTose a reecut cpie poetry founded on the aeliievementH in ihe warn againi^t the Huns, and 
uf these poeme have prohidily been written. How was it possible that tlie-^e poem« have 
Tanished and that theyjwould l»e quite forgotten in onr dayi^, if we did noi know them through 
the antliurr> who wiote, some eenturief later. in tlie Middle-Higli-Gennau lüalei-I 'f Tu answer 
this questiim we iiiust niciiiion another eireumManee whiili pi-evenied the development of our 
Old-Oerman poetry . 

s the dSfl'crent nation» had hnally 8i-ttlcd in (ir-nnany and begini lo aeqnin^' fonic degree 
bf politieal ol^der, after the introdnetion of Christ i an ity, (bere was the clergy the only nn'dialor 
of infelleetual intereourse, The miHHionarte« who firnt predieated in Gernrnny. belog for ihe 
most pari foreigneis , they neither perfeet spoke the hmgmige of the nativt:*, nor eouhl attain 
any knowledge of the panieular geniuB living In the heaihen pcople. Thcrefore they tnaiK- 
reneweil cflorii' not only to defitroy every thing that eould remind of the aneieiil Gods aud 
fites, but even prevenied any propogatiiui of the heathen talei« whieh lived among people. The 
divines of later tiines, edneated in Latin aehnols and only ihrongh Itonian authors, did sear<.'ely 
p&y any eoneideration to the peeuliarity of the tieople. and if learning their laiiguage ihey did 
ly for the purpuae of eonimon intereourt<e. TbeiT aiv Inws t<i be fmnid in aneii-nt elu-onielep 
whieh stricfly furbid any beathen poem lo be wiing hy elergy or people. Charleniajjne was the 
first prinee penelratin^; into the proper geniuw of ibe inition as it i» uianifesied in their tradiiitins. 
This great nionart^'li had eoneeiveii naiions aeeittnmodate ihemselves mom easily to every new 
condition, if their peeuliarities be snppurled anJ preaei-ved by ihone posseesing auihoriiy among 
■fiicw, and he ordered hlmself, in eonsequcnce, the old Gennan simgs lu he loJIeeted. Hut Lewis, 
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8uccc8sor, did no way proceed in the way taken by hi8 ingcniouij father. A great raany poeti- 
cal monuments collected soiue yeare before were det»troyed again by the religious zeal of ar 
imprudent monarch and an unintelligcnt clergy, 

On the contrary, a stränge coincidence of fortuned circuinätanceä favoured the natural anc 
unfettered development of Anglo-Saxon potitry. It i» true, in England sls well as in Germany, 
therc were , Christianity being introduced, the divines tliough not the only but the most eminent 
and accomplished tutors of leaming, but in comparison to the Gennan clergy, they had pro- 
ceeded evcn in the raost reniote times frora the very centre of the nation, they w ere of Anglo- 
Saxon race and always participated of national Jife, they never seperated their own intereets 
from the aspirations and tendencies of the people among which they were bom and edueated. 
They cherished their own language, which was partly the language of churchservice '), and 
supported by the national interest of more than one monarch, they maintaincd and cultivated 
the poetical traditions of the nation by putting down national poems and composing others, 
i that always show their own patriotism as well as the peculiarities of the nation they wrote for. 

Adding to all this the isolated Situation of the countiy, which did not allow any foreign in- 
■! flucnce to disturb the innennost life and development, we may comprehend that the Anglo- 

[ Saxon poetry must soon conie to an admirable pitch of accomplishment, and that a large mass 

of poetical works have escaped from the destroying elements that swept away our old songs 
in Genuany. 

It seems to be without contradiction that every people being in the first stage of national 
independence embrjxce that kind of poetry we are accustomed to call Epic. The peculiarities 
( of Anglo-Saxon life and intellect, as exposed in our historical introduction, were in the highest 

' degree appropriate for displaying this sort of poetry, while in Skamlinavia the nature of the 

( ground and the charactcr of the nation did not fail favouring the development of lyric songs. 

, With the Skandinavians the whole poetry is replenished with lyric elements, though their poems 

are ahnost entirely epic, with the Anglo-Saxons every poeni shoAvs a «listinctive epic character, 
i and even the lyric songs which aro found among them have the very same form and flight 

of expression which we recognize in the poem of Beowulf. These epic poems of the Anglo- 
Saxons are partly in close connexion with purely populär life , as the abovc mentioned poem 
of Beowulf, the oldest epic poem in any Teutonic language, or the description of the Battle 
of Finsbury, the Death of Byrhtnod, the Song of Atheisten, and others, or they are paraphrases 
of Scripturc itself or Scripture story. Among these the most important work is the paraphrasc 
of portions of Holy writ by Cadmon, who is sometimes refen-ed to as the father of Anglo- 
Saxon poeti-y, sometimes as the Anglo-Saxon Milton, because he sang of Lucifer and of Para- 
dise Lost. Though these epic poems form the gi'catest portion of Anglo-Saxon pi^etry, there 
is not to be overlooked, as above mentioned, that poets tried to compose lyric songs, and by 
no means without ability. But what remains of this kind of poetry is very scanty and often 
. dark and unintelligible. On this occasion we can restrict ourselves to cite their titles: lloi/

■ ged, Eardstapan gi^d, and a few others. A great many are purely religious poems as the Christ 

bv Cynewulf, the speech of the holy soul, the poem of doomsday, and a poem treating the 
miracles of the creation of the world. The allegoric and didactic poems are not of importance 
: to our present purpose. 

f The dialect in which nearly all Anglo-Saxon poems are written, is the dialect ofWessex; 

! thouo-h the literaturc was cultivated chiefly in the North; South of Thames, Alfred teils us, 

I the Anglo-Saxon tongue was but Httle known. We must, however, keep in mind that king 

Alfred, living in Wesscx, ordered a number of Anglo-Saxon A\Titings to be translated into his 
own dialect, and so almost all poetical monuments came down to us. Forms of other dialects, 
especially of that of Anglia, you will find in diflferent poems.

only a singie atlittrative word in the heuiistich. So ihere are, for inatanee, in the firtii boi.k 

_ of Beowulf 22 verses of this aort. Olhera are entirely without any trace of alliteration (Ueo. 
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499. Gen. 1056. Byrh. 87, and often), if it be not allowcd to doubt about thc gonuinenees of 
such vcrecs. Two couplcs of difterent allitcrative words in a Single long-linc are seldoni iiscd.

B. Bliyme. 

Rhyme originally is an eleiuent (juite stränge to old Teutonie poetry, but after Clmstianity 
introduced it becanie known through Latin hyinns, and krept into national poems by means of 
the divincs. When eniployed, rhyme is always placcd at the ends of the heinistiehs of a long- 
linc, as f. i: 

lue lifet* onlilh, sc this leoht onvriih, 

and nowherc appears but along with allitcration. The first doubtlcss tracee of rhyme are in 
the poem of Judith and Holofernes, wherein the 2^, 29th, 35th, 36th, 60th, 63th, HOtb, U3^h , 
llötli, 122tls 151 tli, 153th, ITOth, 173th, 202th, 231tli, 246th, 272th, 305th, verse is rhyming 
and in Cynewulfes Crist (591 — 596). In the old epic song of Bcowulf there occurs notasingle 
long-line with rhyming words, and even Cadnion seems not to have made use of this pcetieal 
tie so indispensable in our tinies. 

You see in all poems above montioned rhyme is only sporadial, but there is another poem 
in Anglo-Saxon literature known under the name of Rhyme-song, wherein rhyme is eonti- 
mially employed with admirable elegance and ability, what is the more remarkable as, at the 
Same time, alliteration goes along with rhyme, and as there are four hemistichs foUowing upon 
each other which show continual rhyme, in Opposition to Otfried, who first introduced continual 
rhyming words into our old High-German literature giving whoUy up alliteration. 

7. Khythm. 

We may take for granted in all Teutonie diale(!ts the poetical accentuation of any word 
is the very same as the grammatical accentuation, and, in conscfjuence , the rhythm of these 
languages is (juite another thing but that of the ancient languages. Syllables are long or short 
only according to the length of a syllable as a whole. A foot or measure is made up not of 
long or short syllables, but of one accented syllable and its connected unacccnted syllable, or 
syllables. Only in this meaninc: we mav call tln» accented syllables arses, and the unaccented 
oncs theses. An arsis of a long line is foriued in general bv ev(TV svllablc, the initial of 
which is, at thc same time, tlie all iterative letter, but thcrc may also be other accented syllables 
when having encrgy enough to be prominent in thc verse. Unacccnt( d syllables are thosc bcing 
of no importance as to tlicir own gravity or their meaning. In general one unaccented syllable 
is connected with an accented one, but often long-lines occur to us in which an arsis, being 
naturally or bv position long, wants the following thcsis, as:

You niay notice by all tht'ee ivmarks the nnaceented syllables or theses to bo (juite in- 
different to the nieasnre of an Ani^Io-Saxon long-line, and the vej*se-feet to be detennined only 
by enumerating the aeeented syllables. As to the nnmber of thesc aceented eyllables contained 
in a long line the Gerinan scholars ditter in their opinions. Lachinnnn, Heyne, and othere 
suppose four to be in each heniistieh, eight in a long-line, wher eas Waekernagel and Ett- 
mQller «rrn-nt n<» niore than two, or onlv in certain casen, three or four. AVe should however 
doviate from our subject, if w(r were to pay a greater eonsid<»ration to this» matter, but it may 
be allowed to »täte in this oeeasion that, in niy own opinion, Laehniann and his followers are . 
mistaken. At least as to the Anglo-Saxon poetry, it seenis to nie quite inipossible to find out 
four aceented avllables in eaeh heniistieh. We restriet ourselves to rofer only to the following 
hmg-lines: Gen. 1736.

8, Aiiglo-Saxou poetry exaniiiuMl with respect to its essence. 

War tlie loadiiii!: idea ol' Anglo-Saxon poetry. 

However great the ^iniilarity of the Anglo-Saxon poetry uiay be and that of the eongenial 
dialecte in Germay as to the outward fonn, they are cjuitc different from eaeh other, ifconsidered 
in rclation to the peculiarities of j)oetieal language and thoughts. There is a stränge appearance 
before our eyes, we wonder at the abruptness and passionateness of sentinients as well as at 
the subliniity and powr of expression, we ean hardly follow the poet's ffight of iniagination, 
and it rcquires much tiine and eontinual attention to beconie aeeustonied to join the ötrange 
arrangement and the proper idea intende<l by the poet. And if at last enabled to guess at the 
maginficenee of thoughts hidden under an aeeunudatioii of pressing words and lincs, we find 
ourselves in another world endi'avouring in vain to parv»llel it with that familiär to us. 

XüW we hear somethins: similar to -the seri<»us and noble lansruasr^* of the Hebrews, now 
the sullen terror of the old British bards seems to strike our ears , and now there sounds the 
most pure and euphonous dietion of old German epie poetry, whieh we are already aecjuainted 
with. I hinted l)efore that th<* thcuights often dark and melaneholy of the Anglo-Saxon pc»ets 
are by no means suggested by the Hritish songs of earlier times, nor ean the pathetie and 
pompous dietion be inherited froni the psalms of the Hebrews, whieh it reminds of, for the 
' latter were indeed knowu i)ut lonjir after the beirinnin<r of the 7tli eenturv, and already Beo- 
wulf shows the saine peeuliaritics in an admirably high degree. C(mse(|uently, if we were to 
explain liow it was possibk) that with a nation so eongenial to cmr own aneestors in Germany 
there arose a poetry so difl'erent from that of the aneient Germans living in Gennany, wes hould ven- 
ture to say the original eharaeter of the invaders <levelopcd itself in England and took some 
proper fonn only liy the inffuenee of soil, <*limate, and national life, though, for a long time, 
as it has been shown, there is still pereeptiblc the rlose intelleetual relationship of the Anglo- 
Saxons with their brothers on the eontinent. In undertaking the incpury of the originalities of 
this poetry, and the explanation of the pi^euliarities by whieh it distinguishes itself from any 
other Gothie poetry, wo nuist first eonsider what thoughts lived in the mind of the whole nation, 
and espeeially of the Auglo-Saxon poets, what ideas they were endowed with, and then we are 
to examine the poetieal expression whieh poets have robed their thoughts in. 

As war was the ehief oeeupation of the .Vnglo-Saxons, so it was also the idea from whieh 
the w^hole Angh)-Saxon poetry resnlted. „Ils mettent Ic bonheur dans les batailles et la 
beaute dans la mort**, Taine remarks, and their universal law was , the same author holds, 
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„quu ce inoiide est une guerre et ({ue rheroisine est le souverain bien/* That war was the 
principal subject of tlieir poeiiis, dietatcMl in j^reat moasun? by the piirest patriotism, we need 
not provc to liiiii wlio knows but superficially thcir most eminent poems. The whole poeni of 
Beowiilf rests on the idea of human war againßt hostile elements '), most part of their epic 
songö are merely pompous descriptions of liistorical, or imaginary achievcments, and even in 
tlie religious songs we may observe that the greatest warmtli of Imagination, and the most 
striking variety of Illustration is to be met with in those passages describing some ('om!)at 
against powers of darkness. AVe cannot do any better but to exhibit a 8i)eciinen of this kind 
of Anglo-Saxon spirit. In the first linen of the paraphrase of the Grenesis the historieal de- 
scription has in general a rather largc and quiet run. With the 250 tli verse begins the rcbellicm 
of the angels against God, and liere the poet does not fail lifting up, as it w^re, Ins voiee, the 
whole representation now grow:^ warmer and livelicr, and the deseription attahis its very pitch 
of pathos and imagination, when Lueifer Ix'gins hU speceh against Adam and his progeny. Here 
the poet leaves his original , the Iloly writ , he introdueet* his readers into the eentre of Hell, 
where th(» damned ghost is raging against God and mankind : ,,ThJlt me is sorga ma(*st, thiit Adam 
seeal, the väs of eoiv/an gevorht, minne stronglican stol behealdan, vesan him on vynne, and ve 
this vite tholien hearm on thisse helle. Va lal — That is my greatest eare that Adam, ereated out 
of diist, will liold my strong s^ie^e, live there blissful, and that we must suft'er pain and aehe 
in this Hell. Woe to me'-)I** Then he resolves lipon destroying mankind: ,,Hyegac? his ealle, 
hü g(» hi besvicenl sidfhin ic me softe mag restan on thyssum racentum, gif him thät riee losarf. 
Se tlie tlijlt gelrtesterJT, him bi^Z lean gearo äfter to aldre, thils ve her inne magon oh thyssum fyre 
foiy/ fremena gevinnan ^). — „Consider, all you spirits, how von may deeeive them. Only thcn 
I may lie here soft and repose in these chains, if they will lose their empire. To him who 
will render m(^ this servie«', I shall give henceforth for ever all profits we may gain here in 
this fire.** — After this, one of the damne<l ghosts makes preparations for tempting Adam and 
Eve. On the deseripticm of the fall of man there rests a peeuliar gloom and awe, the poet 
feels the importaiKv; of this war against mankind as well as the deplorable weakness of human 
disposition of mind. Similar giganti(» images, and the same strength of faney and deseription 
we observe in Cädmon's relatitm (»f Pharao's w^ar aj^ainst the Israelites. 

War is the principal idea of the Anglo-Saxon poets, that we ean notice the more by 
taking in mind that there is hardly a single passage to be met with in whieh the sweetness 
of quiet and ease, or luxries of life , are extoUed. No-where man oeeurs to us <mly enjoying 
his fortune and powi'rs, but in most eases reposing from war, warring, and preparing for war. 
Consider the few deseriptions of banquets in the poem of Beowulf, and eompare them with 
those of Homenis. The latter does not fail mentioning all eircumstanees insignifieant for the 
aetion as a whole, he describes with the greatest minuteness all preparitious, and tries to pieture 
US a most true and delightful image of the joy and happiness of the heroes, to be brief, Ho- 
merus is the poet of peaeeful life a? well as of war. What does our poet of Beowulf say, 
when describing a banquet? 

,,Tha väs (ieat-mäegum geador ätsomne on beor-sele bene gerymed; thaer svir/-ferhr/e sittan 
eodon thrv/Aim dealle.

— There were benehes set np in the l)eer-room for the whole erowd of the Goths, the 
renowned and strong men went to be seated there, a hero bore a tankard füll of beer and poured 
out the sweet drink.** That is the only hint the poet gives of the preparations, and of the ban(|uet 
itsclf. But he does not omit to add to his deseription : „Seop hvilum sang hador on Heorte : 
meanwhile the jovial singer sang in Heorot**; and then he eoneludes by winding up all in 
one short sentenee: „tha(?r v«1s häler/a dream, diigurf unlytel, Dena and Vedera. — There was a 
ffreat jubilation, manv warriors of the Danes and Veders.*' Evi^rv other thini; is of no value

Auutber Sensation awakened in ihe poet'» mind when remeiubering the i-ontinual war of 
human lifc, ia that of aorrow, reaubing from tbe eonsciousneaa tbat mau ia not always able 
happily to aehieve tbia combat againat eneniies, or elemenfs, a patning thought tbat even tbe moat 
beuutiful and excellent things must finally dccay and vaniah. These are the fundamental 
thougbta of the Arglo-Saxon Lyric. Wbetbej- the poet singa of the t-aatle deatroyed by the 
finy of the enemy, wbolhi-r he eomplains about his own niiaery, and vainly triea to aearoh for 
aolaec, or deacribing the unhappy wife wbo longa for her betrayed huaband, or iniroducing the 
sea mim, wbo bivea the wavea and tbe storme of tbe aea, though ibcre is no rrpose for him 
neilher by day nor liy night all tbe year long, — we always aie touched wilh that eingular 
tone of melaneholy and sorrow whieb makea oiir heart ache.

9. Piety and rellgiousness. 

Having thus explained the fundamental idea of Anglo-Saxon poetry, we ehall now noticc 
all othei' sentinientri manifested in the pocnis, and find they are in clov^e eonnexion with that 
geneml idea. We first mention piety and religiousness. 

Whereever we look, everywhere a pure and nnaffccted worshipping of God, and an awful 
veneration of all things connected with his sacred nanie strikes our eyes. On this occasion 
we must beai« in mind that the religiou? sentinients of the Anglo-Saxons seeni to be in some 
variance with those of other nations, except the Hebi'ews. Iheir religion consists rather in 
fear of God than in love of hini. „Leur Dieu, Taine holds, les reniplit d'admiration comme 
leiirs dieux ancicns les penetmient de fureur.*' It would be easy to illustrate the truth of this 
phrnse by various examples taken from Anglo-Saxon poems. Considering, for instance, the 
diiferent epithets given to the name of God, you will find poets have alniost always chosen 
those relating to the grandeur and almightiness of God, there is ecarcely euiployed any adjective 
representing God as all-loving father. There occurs to us: god mihta vealdend, god nieahtig, 
god fllmiht]g, heofon-rices god, sigores god, sometinies nergend god (Crist 324, EL 4, Hy. 3.), 
and se goda god, but this exprcesion is only in tlie translation of the Ilebrew Psalms (58, 10. 
67, 19.). 

Of the same kind are the epithets given to the name of Jesus and Maria, with exception, 
erhaps, of Cynewulf s Crist, which is of [)ure Christian character and shows but little resem- 
hmce tc» the old epic poems. 

10. Loyalty. 

Further Anglo-Saxou feahy is often praised in Anglo-Saxon poetry. This Sensation of 
faithfulness and loyalty to the liege-lord being a moment not to be underprized in the people's 
character, it was also a most populär object of the poet's* lancy. It is known with how great 
a v(»nerati()n they spenk of Hrodgar in the poeni of Beowulf, and especially the complaint of 
the singor Deor as well as tlie Travellersong (VidsWes spell, Myrginga scopcs) are as it were 
entirely founded on this Sensation, that distmgiiishcd the old German mce. The lamentations 
just mentioned of Deor, the singer of king Ileod, are of most striking truth and beauty. The 
öinger is put away from the court of his liege-lord by means <)f the calunmious accusations of 
HeoiTenda, who now occupies the seat by the king's side, and enjoys all rewards the singer 
himself rec(»ived so often from his beloved sovereign. He has no other solacc in this utmost 
distress than the reminiscence of the nnfortuned destiny of other servants deploring the same 
disaster. One Kmg-line he repeats six tinu^s. at the beginning of every new stop, and once at 
the end of the poem: „Thäs ofereode, he exclaims, thisses sva mägl** — That passed, may 
this do h'kewise! — This disposition does not fail increasing the deep impression of the me- 
lancholy poem. — The Travellersong abounds in eulogies on the bounty of the sing(»r's liege-lord. 

11. Marriod lifo. 

Nor we miist (»mit to mention that the faith and love <>f the Anglo-Saxons for their wives, 
is a frequent object of poet's admiration and representation. Xaturally venerating the woman- 
kind, keeping holy the sacred tie by which husband and wife are united, that was in one w<n*d 
the fundamental character of Anglo-Saxon manied life, and so we shall find it everywhere in 
poetry. The poet of Beowulf speaks of king Hrodgar's wife with the greatest esteem, and 
seems always to intimate the (^uec^n possesssd no less authority among the warriors than thc 
king himself, and, to neglect other instances, in the above mentioned poem „vreccan vifes ged" 
there appears the sinc.'erity and purity of female love in the highest uegree. 
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12. Patriotisiii.

Hence ftdiuws Anglo-Saxun langtiage is the language »( eentiiuent, aö'eotion, and padt^iun, 

by no nieans that of intellect, leflexion. aud pliiloauphieal inquiry. Tbc iranelalion uf the 
Consulatiu Jluethii by king Alfred ie uf the highest inteiest wiili thie regaiii. Buethiua is a 
real philusopher, and bis language the purcfli cxpression nf rcflectiü}; intellect, king Alfred 
cannot altain llie ijuiet ruu of hie uriginnl. beeause neither hie natural dieposition of injnd, iior 
the nieans of bis own language alhm' it, we see what jiains lie takee to rendcr himself in- 
telligible tu hie readers. bis only power lies Ju bis poetical äeiisaiion, beyond that he is quiie 
inipuiient. But ii is not suftnient tu cliaracterize our Anglo-Saxun pot-iiy by tlieae general 
lineanienis, we are i-eipured tu penetratc intu the bultum uf flu- matter, and to esaintne upoii 
wliiuh oauäc« ihia originalily of expreesiun is fuundcd. 

Für this piiipuse \vc niiist iiistly pay eome cronsidemtiun tu (he graniinatieal and syntneiical 
peeuliaritiea of the languiigc. It is knuwn the syntax uf the -Vnglo-Saxtm language as well 
f the other anciont Gulhie dialeciR is very liltle aeeomplieliud, without any scientifieal nierit. 

simple priocipal sent<?nee is the nioat populär form, i:uniplicate and inieiralary aneessuiy 

ncea ar« employed ae rarely aa puseible, for ihe sensationa of the poet are idways so 
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powerful, rapid, and t*urprizing that thcre is iio time left to enelose theiu in a texture of arti- 
ncial periods. Therefore it is often (juitc impossible Ibr the inodems verbally to translate 
Aiiglü-Saxon writings without inost arbitrary alterations. Kelative sentenccs are very frequent, 
of course, but always those of the greatest simplicity, as for instance: 

thäm eafora väe äfter ceniied 
geong in geardum, thone god sende 
tolce tu fiofre Beo. 12. 

It would perhaps be going farthei* than know exaniplcs wairant iis, if we werc to say that 
therc never oceur scntenees of greater art and subtihy, we havc conditional sentences (Beo. 
442. 447. 527. 66. Gen. 398.), abridged sentences (Gen. 368. 370.), and many others, but all 
these do not in general alter the shoit and precise run of the whole, the principal sentence, 
sometinies internipted by a relative oho is no doubt the chief scheme of Anglo-Saxon syntax. 
How glooniy an earnest, how efficacious and striking an abmptness is impresscd upon a diction 
by so simple an arrangement of periods, we are already acquainted with through the Hebrew 
psalnis, and partly by our own German epie poetry. Let us hear, for instance, the poct of 
ßeowulf dortcribing the airival of Grendel in the large hall of Heort: 

Thft com of more ander mist hleorfnm 

Grendel gongan, godes ync bär. 

Mvntc se män-scae/a manna cvnnes 

sumne besvr^'an in sele tham hedn; 

vod ander volcnam, to thäs the he vin-reced, 

gold-sele ganiena, gearvost visse 

fättum fähne. Ne väs thät forma sit7, 

thät he Ilror/gares ham gesohte etc., 
of which we shall give the translaticm wliich follows: There came out of fens, under mist- 
cliflFs Grendel along, bore (iod's wrath. The robber strove to surprise one of the men in the 
high hall. Ile strode under clouds as far as wlierc he well knew the house, the golden room 
of men, checkned with jewels. That was not the first time that he sought for Hrodgar's 
hörne a. s. o. 

In these verses we observe, at the same time, the poet's fondness for juxtaposition of words 
and whole sentences, without any conn(»ctive partide. On the other band, the Anglo-Saxon 
author uses the most arbitrary licence as to the position of words in a sentence. The poss- 
essive case is placed beforc the subjective case, or after it:

It would not be our purpose t(» give an exact account of the whole Anglo-Saxon s\nitax, 
which 1 rather consider a treatise for itself; it seeme<l to me, however, most convenient to 
show by some hints that even the grammatical structure of sentences, the stränge joining of 
diverse forms and words, are highly ai)t for giving something peculiar and extraordinary to 
the whole representation of Anglo-Saxon poets. Of more importance to our actual subject it 
will be to examine the poetical figures (unployed, for ever}' one knows that by the more or 
less artificial employment of those figmvs we may, in some manner, judge the poetical en- 
dowment, as it were, not only of poets but of whole nations. We refer only to the classic 
literature of the French, English, and Spains in the 16tl>, and 17»!» centuries. The French 
first-rate poets de8pise<l in general what we call painting in poetry, and, therefore, their whole 
expression has become dry and frigid, the strength of their diction lies only in rhethoric and

Anotber eharaelerietic of Anglo^-äason poetical language aiv tbe paraphraHes und inetaphora. 

Poets do not denote their objeiis only by words employed in eontmon life. nor use thein witbout 

any Opposition, but they are fond of cin-uinloout ioDs, and spenk as often as puseible metaphory- 

illy, tniploying one or morc figm'utive adjcctive». whieh manifest such an abundanee of fancy, 

, and sagacity ihat Tnnicr hotds these paraphmses lo be the only ohametcrislie of Anglo- 

htxon poelrj-, 

Let US sce, for inslance. in whidi inanner Cadmon deaeribbg ihc building of Noali'a «rit 
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circuinecribcs the word ship or ark '), Hc bogiiis his dcscription eaying: „Ongyn thc scip 
vyrcan". But hc takes care not to einploy this word once iiiore in the Ibllowing lincs, he 
searches fov otlier expressions, which ave either synonymes, or pi-esent his object from diflerent 
poluts of view. There oocurs: nierehüs, 1.303. 1364. fär, 1307. earc, 1313. 1344. 13<>6. yrfhof» 
1316. nierecieste, 1317. lid, 1332. sundreced, 1335. vaegbord, 1340. hof, 1345. vaegthel, 135^. 
bord, 1361). thellfästen, 1482. — This is not all. Our poet knows very well how to niultiply 
the nuniber of the paraphrases by adding some adjectives, or nouns, niost eonveniently elected, 
as f. 1.: micle nierecieste, 1317. für Noes, 1323. lides bosni, 1410. earce bord, 133.3. hof selcste, 
1393. fumig scip, 1417. nägled bord, 1418. ftlr 8<Meste, 1411L eare Noes, 1423. solved bord, 
1481, a. s. o. 

When speaking of the sea the Anglo-Saxon poet says: brim, Üod, geofon, höhn, mere, 
sae, sealtväter, egorstreäni, ögstredui, gärsecg, hiiinräd, briniflod, brimstreaiu, saebeorg, hranmere, — 
to pass by the nmumerable (ronipositions with adjectives. The sword is cjilled: ecg, niece, 
sveord, gomelra leiif; man iscalled: driht, feor, ferhrfloca, freoh, guma, hälerf, mäcg, man, nirf, 
ver, vine etc. ; the house : holt, byht, eador. Hellt, Hetgesteald, geard, ham, heall, hof, hrof, hus, 
inne, mägburh, mägerf, i-ec^ed, with its respective compositions ; instead of the word „war" we 
find: gürf, hild, orläg, strirf, sig, viim, a. s. o. 

1 ou may conclude from this enumeration that the greatest number of words are, of course, 
to b(^ foim<l with ideas closcly connected with Anglo-Saxon life. It is, however, not to 
be neglected that <mr poets act by no raeans always arbitrarily in employiug those expressions 
denoting the same, or some similar idea. On the contrary, they very often trie to adapt their 
words to the proper sense of the whole. It is of muvii interest to explain in which manncr 
they circumscribe the word God. This word employed without any attribute is rarely admitted, 
(see Crifit 199. 122. Beow. 478. 2650), it appears mostly Compound with dryhten (Andr. 899.), 
or with adjectives such as: vealdend , . nergend , haelend, meahtio;, haiig, ähnihtig, or attended 
by genetive cases: heahengla god, heofona god, gaesta god, vmdres god, sigores god; or we 
find pure paraphrases, as : heofoncyning, heoftm veard, leohtfnnna, lifired, meotod, vuldorcyning, 
and (>thers. The foUowing remarks will be sufficient to show the ability of Anglo-Saxon poets 
in employintr thost» circumscriptions. 

When Cadmon introduces God saving Noah (mt of the waves of the general deluge, he 
calls hhn: „God nergend**, — (xod, the deliverer in distress; bat when speaking of Pharao's 
ruin in the Red-Sea, hc says: „God, mereflodes veard**, — God the sovereign of thc sea 
gates; and, finally, when relnting the insolence and pro<ligality of the Israelites, he exlaims: 

'^fha veard n'^deniod nces tluMMlen, 
„the master of the riches became angry**. 

On other occasions the poets avoid the word God, especially if they hint at some oct'ult 
and mysterious power leading the destiny of mankind in darkness. In this case the poet of 
Beowulf Substitutes ,,Vvrd**, bv which name the heathen poems denoted the Fate 2). 

That is Ilrädlan Ifif, 
Velandes geveorc. Giicd ä Vyrd sva hio scell B. 455.

It cannot be said, however, that thc Anglo-Saxons were painters in 
the proper sense of the word, for a helHcoöe natioii is in genei*al not foud of the beauties of 
nature and quiet life, their paintings in poetry are quite adapted to their whole character, nide, 
füll of terror and darkncss. Nevertheless we will not concludc our trcatise without (juoting 
another passagc of Cadmon's Exodus, which is füll of such striking pietures as only Gennan 
imagination is able to design:
